for our certification. Our observations on the accounts are as 
under 

Enrolment Fee : 

During the year a sum of Rs. 9,36,470/- has been received 
from State Bor. Councils as enrolment fee in comparison to 
Rs. 8,27,561/- in the previous year. It has been observed that 
the audited accounts have not been received from the following 
State Bar Councils:—

Karnataka 

Punjab & Haryana (Since 1972-13) 
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It was further observed that a sum of Rs. 20,000/- is due from 
Delhi Bar Council and Rs. 62,600/- from Punjab & Haryana Bar 
Councils. We understand that the Delhi Bar Council has 
applied for a grant under Section 46 A of Advocates Act, 1961, 
and tie Fvrjfb ard Hai>fna Ear Councils have paid their 
amounts in the Current year 1976-77. 

Advances — Rs. 48,075/- : 

This includes a sum of Rs. 42,030/- paid to the Ministry of 
Works, Housing Sc Supply towards premium, ground rent for 
one year and cost of preparation of lease agreement in con- 
nection with the allotment of land to the Council, We under- 
stand that the Council could not get possession of the land so 
far on account of certain administrative problems, The matter 
may be expedited. 

Income lax 

A sum of Rs. 1,02,069/- has been paid as advance Income Tax 
as against provision of Rs. 1,02,100/-. The total amount of 
advance tax paid so far amounts to Rs. 7,37,359/-. We under- 
stand that the income-tax assessment of the Council has been 
completed upto the accounting year 1972-73 only and sub- 
sequent assessments arc pending with the department.

opinion necessary action may he taken for getting the assess- 
ments completed at an early date so that the exact liability of 
income tax may be ascertained and necessary adjustments may 
be carried out in the books of accounts.
